GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1925. 


Population 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council)  of  the 
District  is  11,460.  The  population  taken  at  the  census  (1921)  was  11,488. 


Area 

The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres  and  is  situated  on  the 
borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp  but  bracing. 

The  chit  f  industries — the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods,  iron 
turning  and  founding. 

Density  per  acre  :  1.46. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1925  was  212,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a  death  rate  of  18  4  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  200,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  17.4. 
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For  1924  the  death  rate  was  18.8  and  the  birth  rate  16.1,  and  the  averages 
for  the  past  ten  years  were  :  death  rate  15.6,  and  the  birth  rate  16.1.  From  these 
figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  is  4.6  above  the  previous  year  and  2.8 
above  the  average,  and  the  birth  rate  1.3  above  the  previous  year  and  1.3  above 
the  average. 

For  further  particulars  and  comparisons  see  the  tables  at  the  end  of 
the  Report. 

During  the  year  162  births  were  notified.  The  health  visiting  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Council. 


Infant  Deaths. 

There  have  been  15  deaths  under  one  year,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death 
rate  of  75  per  1,000  births,  against  19  deaths  and  a  rate  of  101  in  1924,  and  an 
average  of  98  for  the  past  ten  years.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
rate  is  26  below  the  previous  year  and  23  below  the  average. 

This  improvement  in  the  Infantile  death  rate  is  eminently  satisfactory  and 
every  endeavour  should  he  made  not  only  to  maintain  it,  but  to  improve  on  it 
still  further,  and  as  6  out  of  the  15  deaths  were  due  to  congenital  debility  and 
premature  birth  this  may  be  achieved  by  the  careful  supervision  of  expectant 
mothers.

Scarlet  Fever 

15  cases  occurred,  14  of  which  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths.  The  cases  were  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year, 
February  and  October  being  the  only  months  in  which  no  cases  were  reported. 
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Diphtheria  and  Memb.  Croup 

10  cases  occurred,  all  of  which  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths.  Swabs  were  taken  in  8  cases.  The  cases  occurred  in 
April,  May,  July,  and  October. 


Enteric  Fever 

No  cases.  The  blood  was  examined  in  one  case  giving  a  negative  result.

I  am  chiefly  indebted  for  the  information  regarding  unnotifiable  diseases  to 
the  Returns  of  Sickness  in  Schools,  supplied  to  me  by  the  School  Attendance 
Officer. 
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Influenza 

Influenza  appeared  in  epidemic  form  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and 
again  in  October.  The  cases  were  chiefly  of  the  Gastric  type,  and  for  the  most 
part  mild.  There  were  10  deaths.  All  schools,  with  the  exception  of  one,  in  the 
District  were  closed  for  one  week  in  February  on  account  of  the  epidemic. 


Smallpox 

No  cases. 


Diarrhoea 

Very  few  cases  came  under  notice  and  no  deaths.  The  printed  instructions 
which  are  issued  at  the  commencement  of  warm  weather  being  of  great  assistance. 


Isolation  Hospital 

The  two  large  wards  are  reserved  for  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  two  small  ones 
for  Diphtheria  or  Enteric,  but  not  both  at  the  same  time. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Rochdale  Corporation  to  treat 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  (except  Smallpox)  at  the  Marland  Fever  Hospital, 
when  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Hollingworth  is  full  or  the  wards  are  not  available 
for  their  treatment. 

In  case  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the  District,  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  removal  of  all  cases  to  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Board’s 
Hospital. 


Tuberculosis 

There  were  9  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  7  of  which  were  due  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  2  to  other  Tuberculous  diseases,  against  4  and  3  respectively  in 
1924.  There  were  31  notifications,  14  of  which  were  new  cases  and  17  duplicate 
notifications,  which  were  chiefly  of  notifications  of  admission  and  discharge  of 
patients  at  Sanitoria. 

Of  the  14  new  cases.  10  were  Pulmonary  and  4  other  Tuberculous  diseases, 
a  decrease  of  2  on  last  year.  Of  the  14  new  cases  9  have  received  or  are 
receiving  treatment  at  Hospital  or  Sanitoria.  7  of  the  14  were  stated  to  be 
cotton  operatives,  1  woollen  operative,  1  telegraphist,  1  labourer,  1  house  duties, 
and  3  no  occupation. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Registrar,  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  and  other 
infectious  diseases  are  notified  on  registration  so  as  to  facilitate  the  disinfection  of 
the  houses  where  deaths  have  occurred. 

In  cases  of  removals  the  rooms  etc.  are  thoroughly  disinfected. 

The  sputum  was  examined  in  9  cases. 
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Disinfection 


43  looms  and  532  articles  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  have  been  disinfected 
after  cases  of  ordinary  Infectious  disease.  25  rooms  and  177  articles  of  bedding, 
etc.,  after  death  or  removal  of  Phthisical  cases,  and  5  rooms  and  18  articles  for 
other  causes. 

80  notices  have  been  sent  to  Schoolmasters  and  Sunday  School  Secretaries 
informing  them  of  children  suffering  from  (or  after  recovery  from)  infectious 
disease,  and  prohibiting  them  from  attending  school. 

1 1  Library  books  were  destroyed. 

One  School  was  closed  for  disinfection  in  May  on  account  of  Diphtheria.

In  the  occupied  houses  there  were  311  persons  or  an  average  of  3.8  persons 
per  house.  There  was  no  overcrowding. 

The  drainage  of  the  various  properties  is  all  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  houses  had  a  satisfactory  supply  of  water,  59  being  supplied  with 
Corporation  water  and  23  with  water  from  private  supplies.

Inhabited  Houses 

The  number  of  houses  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  habitation  at  the 
Census  in  June  1921  was  8196.  Since  the  Census  173  new  houses  have  been 
occupied.  During  the  year  28  houses  have  been  built  ready  for  occupation,  16  by 
the  Council  and  12  by  private  enterprise. 


Water  Supply 

The  District  generally  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Rochdale  Cor¬ 
poration  which  has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality. 
Certain  restrictions  were  deemed  necessary  during  the  dry  period  in  the 
summer. 

A  number  of  houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  with  water  from  private 
supplies  which  in  a  few  instances  are  not  so  satisfactory  as  they  might  be. 
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Workshops 

There  are  55  on  the  register.  Two  complaints  have  been  received  from  the 
Factory  Inspector  and  have  received  attention. 


Factories 

There  are  71  on  the  register.  No  complaints  have  been  received  from  the 
Factory  Inspector  during  the  year. 


Retail  Bakehouses 

There  are  16  on  the  register.  A  reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness 
has  been  maintained  without  resort  to  the  serving  of  notices.  One  complaint 
has  been  received  from  the  Factory  Inspector  and  has  received  attention. 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  District. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  is  one  in  the  District  which  has  been  regularly  inspected. 
One  other  lodging  house  was  struck  off  the  register  after  having  been 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 


Slaughter  Houses 

There  are  7  on  the  register.  All  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  are  in 
as  satisfactory  condition  as  can  be  expected  under  the  existing  regulations. 
Several  applications  were  granted  for  the  slaughter  of  cattle  on  unlicensed  premises 
due  to  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  restrictions  being  in  force  in  the  District. 


In  April  the  “  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  19*24  ”  came  into  operation 
and  have  been  satisfactorily  carried  out. 


Butchers’  Shops 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  the  occupiers,  with  one  exception, 
have  taken  every  precaution  to  protect  the  meat  from  contamination  by  the 
blowing  of  dust  and  mud  splashing. 

126  lbs.  of  beef  and  100  lbs.  of  apples  have  been  condemned  and  destroyed 
as  unfit  for  food. 


Offensive  Trades 

These  are  7  in  number:  3  fellmongers,  1  tripe  boiler,  1  gut  scraper,  1  glue 
maker,  and  1  soap  boiler.  All  these  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 
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Cowsheds  and  Farm  Buildings 

There  are  90  in  the  District  and  67  cowkeepers.  A  majority  of  them  are 
in  good  repair. 

Foot  and  Month  disease  occurred  at  one  farm  in  the  District  in  October 
and  all  precautions  were  taken  under  the  direction  of  the  Police  Authority,  no 
further  outbreak  being  reported. 


Milk 


Samples  of  milk  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  taken  under  the  Police 
Authority. 

The  supply  has  been  sufficient  for  the  population  during  the  year. 


Milk  (Mothers  and  Childrens’)  Order,  1918 

This  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Council. 


Scavenging 

The  night-soil  is  disposed  of  to  the  farmers  in  the  District  where  the  land 
is  suitable,  and  the  ashes  have  been  taken  to  the  tips  in  the  District. 


Closet  and  Ashplace  Accommodation 

There  are  1,579  pail  closets,  758  water  closets,  and  882  waste  water  closets, 
1782  ashtubs  housed  in  ashplaces  with  doors  and  coverings,  and  261  ashbins. 

During  the  year : 

38  water  closets  have  been  erected 
7  pail  closets  converted  to  water  closets 
2  pail  closets  abolished 
28  ashbins  provided 
1  ashplace  abolished 

The  Council  have  decided  to  contribute  a  share  towards  the  cost  of 
converting  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  property 
owners  will  avail  themselves  of  this  offer  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity  to 
convert  all  existing  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets. 


Sewage  and  Drainage 

The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  sewage  works  by  precipitation  and  filtration. 
Two  samples  have  been  taken  and  both  classified  as  good. 

Some  repairs  and  reconstruction  of  drains  to  old  properties  have  been 
carried  out.

136  observations,  each  of  half-hour’s  duration  have  been  made,  3  of  which 
exceeded  the  time  limit  allowed  by  the  Council  (2  minutes  in  the  half-hour). 
3  statutory  notices  have  been  served  on  firms  in  respect  to  the  emission  of  black 
smoke.

During  the  year  21  licenses  have  been  granted  or  renewed  under  the  acts.
